In a release to parents dated 
September 12, Corning noted: 
"Our students have scored above 
the provincial assessment stand¬ 
ards in almost all areas in math, 
science, social studies and lan¬ 
guage arts (reading and writing).

Waste Authority 
seeks input from 
the public 


The Mountain View Regional 
Solid Waste Authority is actively 
seeking public input on what lo¬ 
cal residents feel are the most 
cost-effective, environmentally 
responsible and socially accept¬ 
able waste management strate¬ 
gies for the district. 

“It can be a letter, a telephone 
call, anything the public feels com¬ 
fortable with,” said Authority 
chair Jack Peck. 

Members of the waste author¬ 
ity welcome comments and sug¬ 
gestions, which Peck said could 
also be relayed directly to Author¬ 
ity members. Representatives on 
the MVRWAare: Jack Peck, Nita 
Barthelow, Barry Boyle, Arvin

In an effort to facilitate im¬ 
proved communications and as 
an avenue to gain further input, a 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee was 
formed. 

“I call them the public’s watch¬ 
dog,” Peck said. “They’re totally 
non-political. They look at things 
from a different perspective than 
the IMVRWAI does. The board 
are all elected people and they’re 
looking more at the dollars and 
that sort of thing- we follow the 
government rules. When you 
blend the two together I think 


you get the best results.” 

The CAC held their first 
monthly meeting in the spring of 
1996 and are currently in the 
process of gaining background 
knowledge about waste manage¬ 
ment in the area. 

CAC chair, Les Sorenson, said, 
“The Authority has asked us for 
our input and to become well in¬ 
formed so that the community 
has both formal and informal 
channels through which resi¬ 
dents can gain information and 
voice their comments and con¬ 
cerns.” 

The CAC plans to maintain an 
advisory role by identifying po¬ 
tential areas of concern, solicit¬ 
ing feedback from citizens and 
making recommendations to the 
Authority. 

Both the MVRSWA and the 
CAC invite interested citizens to 
bring forward any questions or 
concerns they have about area 
waste management. 

Members of the CAC are: Les 
Sorenson, Olds; Shane Coates, 
East Carstairs; David Fate, Divi¬ 
sion 6; Jerril Gillespie, Carstairs; 
Frank Grief, Division 5; Peter 
Harty, Division 1; Ernie Isrealson, 
Division 4; and William Purves- 
Smith, Division 3. The CAC is 
currently seeking members from 
Sundre, Didsbury, Cremona and 
Division 2. 


for our partner audiences,” Van 
Eaton explained. "But if we can 
find resources that are already in 
place, we would try to engage them 
rather than re-invent the wheel 
to address the need." 

"If we know that more than 
one of our partners is working on 
the same area of skill develop¬ 
ment, i.e.: working on the team 
building aspect of site-based deci¬ 
sion making, we would work to 
coordinate efforts and avoid rep¬ 
etition or duplication." 

Van Eaton said another aspect 
of the work the Consortia will 
address would involve organiz¬ 
ing and streamlining services. 


"We would work to coordinate 
efforts and avoid repetition or 
duplication... building a resource 
bank of workshops, speakers, etc., 
and helping our clients find the 
help they seek. In practical terms, 
our work will link parent coun¬ 
cils, principals and teachers, trus¬ 
tees, superintendents and secre¬ 
tary-treasurers to support in-serv¬ 
ice opportunities for those of us 
who influence student learning." 

What will it cost and what will 
be received in return? 

"By joining forces and pooling 
resources, we believe costs can be 
kept lower for all," Van Eaton said. 

"The funding is provided from 


Alberta Education; $150,000 is 
provided to operate the office and 
the program fund is based on the 
$2 per student allotted for each 
jurisdiction who becomes a con¬ 
sortium member." 

The Corsortia will act as sort of 
a "clearing house” of speakers, 
workshops and the like. 

"Some workshops, courses 
[and] training sessions will be of¬ 
fered centrally and others will 
need to be repeated in two or three 
locations to save the participants 
from having to travel great dis¬ 
tances," Van Eaton explained. 

"The consortium project has 
been funded until August, 1998." 


College student faces

"Keep them safe" ■ car seat puestions 


Scenario 1 

Just headed downtown to run 
a few errands, pick-up some gro¬ 
ceries, and pay some bills. It is a 
short trip, so it is hardly worth 
strappi ng the baby i n. Who wants 
the hassle of doing and undoing 
straps for what seems like a trip 
around the block. Besides, noth¬ 
ing will go wrong, right? 
Scenario 2 

You are off on a holiday trip in 
the car to visit family and friends. 
You may have your seat belt on, 
but it isn't the same for the two 
year old. There is a car seat to 
strap them in, but the toddler 
always gets restless and cranky. 


It is something about the "terri¬ 
ble twos" that makes them want 
to roam around. 

Scenario 3 

With a new addition to the 
family, one ofyour first purchases 
was an infant car seat. Not long 
after that it was time to buy a 
toddler car seat. These purchases 
put a dent in your pocketbook, 
but it was well worth it. Actually, 
installing the car seat was more 
of a problem than anything. The 
directions are never clear, no 
matter what language they are in 
and it is anybody's guess where 
the tether bolt is best anchored. 
It was an exercise in frustration, 


but eventually, you got the car 
seat installed. But is it installed 
properly? 

Each of these scenarios occur 
on a regular basis and may seem 
relatively harmless. After all, the 
chances of being in a motor vehi¬ 
cle collision seem slim. 

While you may feel safe, and 
believe your child is well pro¬ 
tected, the statistics tell a differ¬ 
ent story. Every year in Alberta, 
approximately 26 children are 
killed and 2,000 are injured in 
motor vehicle collisions. And just 
because your child is strapped 
into a car seat doesn't mean they 
are safe. National and provincial 


studies have shown that 70 to 80 
per cent of car seats are being 
improperly used. If a car seat is 
being improperly used, it is 
equivalent to not strapping in 
your child at all. Unrestrained or 
improperly restrained children 
are equally at risk of being killed 
or injured in a motor vehicle col¬ 
lision. 

Locally, statistics indicate car 
seat use is a problem. During a 
two hour observational study in 
Hanna this summer, 16 per cent 
of the children under the age of 
five were not restrained in a car 
seat, or restrained by a seat belt. 
In the same study, out of the nine 


car seats that were inspected, only 
one was being properly used with 
the child safely strapped in. 

Although this study was lim¬ 
ited to the Town of Hanna, pro¬ 
vincial data suggests that car seat 
use is a problem in other Region 
5 communities. 

Considering the high number 
of car seats being i mproperly used 
and what is at stake every time 
you travel on the road, it is defi¬ 
nitely worthwhile to have your 
car seat checked. Booking an ap¬ 
pointment with your local Health 
Unit for a free safety inspection is 
the best way to make sure your 
child is properly belted in. 


Goodale's nightmare

The Canadian Wheat Board 
seemingly won its fight with Andy 
McMechan last week. The court 
threw the book at him for selling 
grain without a Wheat Board li¬ 
cense. But in the messy legal reso¬ 
lution, the Board may have sown 
the seeds of its own destruction, 
seriously damaging Ralph 
Goodale's political career in the 
process. 

McMechan is the farmer who's 
been cooling his heels in a 
Brandon, Manitoba jail. He’s now 
become a type of martyr for the 
many thousands of farmers who 
want access to the marketplace. 
At the same time, thousands of 
Canadians who have no connec¬ 
tion whatever to the grain indus¬ 
try, have been stunned to learn 
the Canadian government is jail¬ 
ing farmers for selling their own 
grain. 

In McMechan's case, he had 
about 10,000 bushels of a variety 
of barley for which the CWB 
claimed it had no market. It's an 
exotic sort called waxy semi¬ 
hullless barley. He cou Id have sold 
it to the Board for cattle feed for 
less than $3 per bushel, but being 
an enterprising sort, he found a 
buyer in the U.S. who was willing 
to pay roughly double that 
amount. He sold it for the higher 
price. For this, in a country that 
routinely releases murderers and 
rapists with a slap on the wrist to 
prey on the community, he’s been 
sharing a cell with some pretty 
rough customers. 

Goodale has bungled it from 
the start. Over ayear ago he hand¬ 
picked a committee of experts to 


study government grain market¬ 
ing, a contentious issue which 
was clearly festering out of con¬ 
trol. By most accounts, it was a 
panel that was sympathetic to 
government marketing. And the 
panel was chaired by a well-re¬ 
spected Liberal lawyer. This was 
not a bunch of raving free mar¬ 
keters. 

The committee spent over a 
million dollars consulting all par¬ 
ties extensively to produce a set 
of recommendations which panel 
members unanimously endorsed. 
Given their diverse backgrounds, 
this was quite a feat. 

Now, instead of listening to 
his own committee, Goodale 
crumpled before the special in¬ 
terests and status quo defenders 
who view the cement-shoed gov¬ 
ernment monopoly as a dynamic 
economic player. 

Instead of going away, the bat¬ 
tle is escalating. Wealth-creating 
farmers have become bitter be¬ 
cause a rearward-looking politi¬ 
cian has chosen to ignore his own 
non-partisan panel. Attitudes 
have hardened and resolve has 
strengthened in view of the pro¬ 
vincial vote where farmers turned 
down the government monopoly 
by roughly two to one. Ralph Klein 
will probably pull the cord on the 
Board. The pro-choice groups will 
now take their legitimate con¬ 
cerns to Goodale's well-educated, 
middle-class riding. It's made up 
of people who clearly have the 
sophistication to understand the 
nuances of political folly. 

On the 49th parallel, the signs 
have begun to spring up. In 
Minton, Saskatchewan and in 
Coutts, Alberta, farmers have 


erected large billboards that read, 
"Welcome to Canada, the only 
country in the free world that 
jails its farmers for selling their 
own grain." 

Embarassed government offi¬ 
cials, the ones who would throw 
farmers into the can for selling 
barley, object to this message. 
They pleaded with the Saskatch¬ 
ewan government to block this 
form of expression. The govern¬ 
ment ordered the "rebels" to take 
the sign down. Ever enterprising, 
the farmers will now trumpet 
Ralph Goodale's chronic indeci¬ 
siveness on the side of a semi¬ 
trailer that can be moved around 
to thwart government sign cen¬ 
sors. 

Welcome to Ralph's nightmare. 

Mr. Goodale could have put it 
all behind him and moved on by 
simply listening to his own hand¬ 
picked panel of experts. (Indeed a 
confidential internal poll commis¬ 
sioned by Ag Canada leaked to 
the Toronto press last week re¬ 
vealed that 55 per cent of prairie 
farmers support dual marketing 
for barley.) 

As some muse about concen¬ 


tration camps for farmers, signs 
are that Goodale wants to stick 
his head in the ground and em¬ 
brace the past. The political cost 
for this prairie politician will very 
likely be much higher than he 


ever imagined possible. 

The goal of The Prairie Centre 
for choice in government and the 
economy, is to promote smarter, 
smaller, more effective govern¬ 
ment.

Mr. Goodale states he is unim¬ 
pressed with the "tone" of some of 
the representations he is receiv¬ 
ing from producers on both sides 
of the issue. Unfortunately, the 
federal Minister is responsible for 
much of the controversy. He re¬ 
opened the divisive debate by ask¬ 
ing for opinions on the Western 
Grain Marketing Panel's Report. 

The Panel, which was hand¬ 
picked by Mr. Goodale, was sup¬ 
posed to provide a future direc¬ 
tion for Canada's grain marketing 
system, but Mr. Goodale now leads 
us to believe the only changes he 
will make to the Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) are those involving 
governance and accountability, 
not the way grain is sold. This 
focus has resulted in a blatant 
disregard for the fundamental 
problems and opportunities fac¬ 
ing the agriculture industry. 

The Government of Alberta has 
been saying all along that eco¬ 
nomics is the main reason signifi¬ 
cant changes to the CWB are 
needed. That has been the thrust 
of all our actions to date. Produc¬ 


ers need to be positioned in the 
future to increase their returns 
and they need a process that ena¬ 
bles them to do this. 

The Government of Alberta 
supports the CWB as a marketing 
option, but reforms have to be 
made that give producers choice 
in grain marketing. One of those 
choices can and should be the 
Board. But without changes, the 
CWB will become outdated and 
irrelevant to the marketplace. If 
this occurs, it will result in the 
demise of the Board. 

Mr. Goodale has repeatedly 
failed to make the concerns of 
western grain producers his pri¬ 
ority. Instead, he chooses to focus 
his attention on the institution. 
The Minister should be listening 
to farmers, now the CWB. The 
Government of Alberta under¬ 
stands that even a recent poll 


conducted for the federal govern¬ 
ment indicates producers want 
marketing options. We now have 
polls from Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and western Canada that all show 
farmers want change and choice. 
How long can Mr. Goodale con¬ 
tinue to ignore the needs of pro¬ 
ducers, needs expressed by pro¬ 
ducers themselves? 

It is time for some serious 
changes to the CWB, and it is 
time for Mr. Goodale to realize 
such changes will mean new op¬ 
portunities and more money in 
farmers' pockets. Producers are 
the best judge of what is in their 
best interest. It is their grain, it 
should be their choice. The fed¬ 
eral government can give them 
that choice.

As winter approaches and we are 
faced with the pending "flu" season 
we need to think about protection 
against this virus. Influenza has a 
reputation for being a nuisance but 
is also a potential killer. 

Each year in Canada Influenza 
related illness is responsible for thou¬ 


sands of hospital admissions, job ab¬ 
senteeism's and comes with an enor¬ 
mous price tag. 

Influenza or "flu" is a very conta¬ 
gious disease caused by a virus and 
spread by coughing, sneezing and 
even talking. The illness consists of 
fever, chills, sore throat, weakness, 
loss of appetite and muscle aches 
and is more severe than the common 
cold. The real dangers are the com¬ 


plications. Influenza leaves the body’s 
defenses weak and open to other 
infection particularly in those peo¬ 
ple with underlying chronic illness. 

Anyone can get influenza but 
some people have a greater risk of 
becoming seriously ill. 

Pneumonia, a very serious lung 
infection is the most common com¬ 
plication and can be fatal. Natural 
immunity against the influenza vi-

This is why we need to have a 
new shot each flu season. Antibiotics 
are also not effective against the flu. 

Yearly vaccination is the most 
effective way of preventing influenza 
or reducing the severity of illness 
and saving lives. It will not protect 
you from the common cold however. 

The Influenza vaccine for the 
1996-97 season contain these 
strains: - A/Wuhan/359-95 (H N ) - 
like strain, an A/Texas/36/91 (B N t ) 
- like strain, and a B/Bej ing'184/93 - 
like strain. 

Vaccine is provided free of charge 
to people over the age of 65 and 
anyone with chronic medical condi¬ 


tions such as heart, lung, or kidney 
disease or diabetes. Residents and 
staff of nursing homes or chronic 
care facilities are also at risk. 

Today's vaccines are extremely 
safe and most people have little or no 
reaction. Some may experience a 
slight soreness at the needle site. 
Also you cannot get Influenza from 
the vaccine. 

Anyone allergic to eggs or egg 
products should NOT get the shot 
because tiny traces of egg protein 
may be present in the vaccine. Any 
person under 65 or who does not fit 
under the "At Risk" category can re¬ 
ceive a flu shot at a cost of $5.

The Way of Life 


As we travel around the area 
and watch progress 
with the harvest 
(when the weather 
allows) we can be 
reminded of the cy¬ 
cles of the seasons 
and God's goodness 
to all of us. We often 
forget that we live 
in one of the most 
prosperous parts of 
one of the wealthier 
countries in the 
world. It is true that 
there are always 
things which we 
would like to see done differently; 
and in our eyes better, but in 
general all the leaders in society 
are mostly trying to improve their 



area of influence for the common 
good. 

Compare our¬ 
selves with many peo¬ 
ple in other parts of 
the world; in parts of 
Africa health care 
budgets are so small 
that they may only be 
one dollar or perhaps 
a few dollars per year 
per person. In parts 
of Latin America 
housing is both inad¬ 
equate in terms of 
modern standards, 
and in some of the cit¬ 
ies many people live on the streets 
or worse. Some areas of the world 
are at war or under threat of war, 
and in others there is famine or 


starvation. 

Against this background the 
question might be asked, are we 
thankful enough? It is true that 
Canada is far from problem free.

After consistently outperform- 
ingexpectations this summer, the 
slaughter hog market took a 
downward turn in August, with 
prices moving below the $2 per kg 
mark. Hog prices are expected to 
continue eroding as marketings 
increase seasonally. Prices are 
likely to remain relatively attrac¬ 
tive and well above year-ago lev¬ 
els, due to a strong U.S. market 
and a favorable exchange rate. 
While the peak futures prices are 
probably over, forward pricing for 
the December-January period, in 
particular, is still recommended. 
For producers who have already 
wisely pre-priced a portion of their 
production for the comingyear, it 
may be time to wait out the mar¬ 
ket before pricing any more of 
expected 1996-97 production.

Jail for farmers, while criminals go free 


Reform Deputy Justice Critic 
Myron Thompson says he was 
dismayed by the hypocrisy dis¬ 
played by the Canadian court sys¬ 
tem last week. 

"Why is it that the heavy hand 
of the law always punishes law- 
abiding citizens who are fighting 
for the principle of freedom, while 
violent criminals who break in 
and destroy the sanctity of our 
homes receive a mere slap on the 
wrist?" asked Thompson. 

Darren Watson of Saskatoon 
pleaded guilty September 11 to 
breaking into a Leask-area farm 
in April and stealing two trucks. 
During the burglary, three dogs 


were beaten to death and a truck 
was set on fire. 

Under new Criminal Code pro¬ 
visions implemented last week in 
the Liberals' Bill C-41, Watson’s 
lawyer asked the Judge to merely 
impose several restrictions and 
conditions on the defendant. He 
asked that Watson not be sent to 
prison but that community serv¬ 
ice would instead be an appropri¬ 
ate punishment. 

Conversely, in the case of wheat 
farmer Andy McMechan of Mani¬ 
toba, he was found guilty Sep¬ 
tember 12 on all five charges 
laid against him in a dispute 
over the Canadian Wheat

3) The bale wagon is equipped 
with a self loading devide to load 
individual bales from the farmers

Reports from Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development ad¬ 
vise under the Fuel Tax Act, the 
regulation allows the use of 
marked fuel in a machine of farm 
husbandry; the clause was ex¬ 
tended to trucks used to spread 
manure by custom corral clean¬ 
ers and to specialized, self-load¬ 
ing bale-hauling trucks.
